answer a note with a card, save after

He referred to the taste of many peo- 
ple to see any performance that wa» 
considered sensational and question- 
able to the extent of packing the thea- 
ters in which such performances are 
given, while a play known to be up- 
lifting and ennobling often failed to 
swell the box office receipts to the 
amount of great financial success, be- 
cause of the apathy of 
many 
good 


people concerning even good plays. 


Mr. Baker made a. distinction 
be- 


tween the unmoral play, and the cor- 
rupting one and said the playwright 
must present the truth of whatever he 
Is depleting whether It be good or had, 
moral or unmoral, beautiful or ugly, 
else he fails In his efforts to add to 
dramatic art. While the Immoral play 
is usually a crime against society, the 
moral play may be a crime against 
dramatic art, because It has neither 
dramatic beauty nor moral force. The 
continual change In the progress of 
the world has been kept up by the 
playwright, and plays of today must 
voice the world of the present to ap- 
peal. The attitude of the church to- 
wards the theater has been modified, 
but yet is one which the essayist de- 
plored, 
because 
he 
looks upon the 


theater as one of the greatest forms of 
education. 
Mr.' Baker's enthusiasm 


goes so far as to lead him to believe 
that' dramatic art should be included 
in the curriculum 
of 
public schools 


along with drawing and music. 


Mr. Baker cleverly injected illustra- 


tion and anecdote in his essay which 
he read remarkably well and whicn 
was received with many evidences of 
pleasure by the audience.

Tho latest of tho prominent fighters to 
get himself Into winning condition In tho 
ffymnasium located under the same roof 
as tho churrh. Is ".foe" Coster, the skil- 
ful and Kood-looklne young boxer, who 
made such a tine showing In Brooklyn 
against "Abe" Attell. tho featherweight 
champion, that h« astonished ring ev- 
perts as well as himself. 
Coster is only one of the Trinity club's 
"problems." howiver.

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PAPUANS MARRIAGE CUSTOMS. 


The Husband Keeps a Separate Club 


For Each Wife. 


(Wide World.) 


'The marriage customs of the Papu- 


ans are somewhat similar to those of 
msny other savage races. The cere- 
mony is largely a matter of purchase. 
The"'m»n marry when'they are about 
IS ybars of age. and the girls at 14 or 
even earlier. One of the girls I met 
carrying a bahy was. so far as I could 
find'out. under 13 years of age: and. 
like, other inhabitants of tropical coun- 
tries, the Papuan females mature very 
early1 in-life. "When a younsr lake man 
desires to get married he visits the 
father of his prospective bride and 
puts forward his personal belongings 
as an inducement to the father to con- 
sent to the union. Wealth is reckoned 
by many curious things in this region, 
•where, one might-almost say, no one 
owns 
anything. 
Furniture, 
money, 


clothes—even-thing by which the civ- 
ized races; of the earth 
count 
their 


possessions—are 
nonexistent. 
If 
a 


man has a gun he -is a great person- 
age and can demand anything, but. 
besides their hows and arrows and 
sp«»rs. most of the Papuans have very 
little. Even agricultural produce 
is 


scarce, the 
only 
cultivation 
under- 


taken b»ing on a very primitive scale. 
A little clearing !s made by both men 
and women, and the women then grow 
bananas and sweet potatoes. The men 
are always armed and when the wom- 
en go to the patch to attend their.crops 
or gather the produce, the men go 
•a-ith them as a protection. The women, 
hbwever, do the work. 


Many families have a bundle of an- 


cient Portuguese cloth, centuries old. 
and when a young man is seeking a 
lirldi! one of these heirlooms is goner- 
ally part of the "deal." The youth and 
the girl's father haggle over the mar- 
riage until "eventually they agree to 
terms, and then the thing Is done. The 
men are not limited to one wife, and 
once a girl is married she Is subject 
to her husband In everything, and Is 
practically his slave. In another part 
of 
New .Guinea, I remnmher n. dis- 


tinctly, strong confirmation ot the cus- 
tom which places a woman at the en- 
tire mercy of her husband.

house I visited I saw standing out-

doorway three huge stone 


clubs, each large enough to fell a bul- 
lock. •- On making Inlulrlos I found 
that they tallied with the number of
